There was once a family consisting of nine 
boys and one girl, with father and mother 
both well and active, and it was by work on 
a farm that they were all supported. Every 
device of economy was practised in this 
home. The mother not only cared for the 
children without extra help, but was the cook 
for the family, and the maker of all their 
clothes. | The boys had grown to be men 
=== betore they had the services of a tailor. and 
even then their working clothes were made for them by their mother. 
One would have thought that all this work 1n addition to the endless 
routine of preparing Ineals would have been enough to fill one wo- 
man's time, but it was on record that in times of haste when the hay 
had to be stored, or the harvest gathered, the wife and mother would 
be seen in the fields lending a hand. ‘This was when the children 
were small, and the work was no doubt done for their sakes: for the 
mother was supporting the home, working for it just as much as the 
father did, who was a model in his industry. Yet in common phrase 
it was the man who “supported the :amily.”” We should like to see it 
recognized that in such labor and honor and reward there is distinctly 
a partnership in which the work of one is of as great importafice as 
the work of the other, even though different. Does a man really 
feed-‘his family einen he pays the price of a barrel of flour? At that 
point the work is far from being finished; why then should one half 
of the actual labor receive the credit of the final result, and the one who 
works longest with details be disregarded as a factor in bringing that 
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Ever since William Allen White one bright 
morning in his newspaper, the Emporia 
Gazette, put the question, “What's the 
Matter with Kansas?” that state has been 
doing her utmost to file particulars from 
time to time by way of reply, which she has 
hoped, and. not without good reason, might 
finally constitute a sufficient and satisfactory 
answer. ; 
To an ordinary state the data filed wouil

So Kansas has gone along, year in and year out, for the past 
twelve or thirteen years, piling up testimony calculated at once to 
confound, confute, confuse and overwhelm the editor of the Em- 
poria Gazette and all his sympathizers and followers. Thus we find 
Kansas telling us one year how she has lifted the second mortgages 
on her farms; next year how she has lifted the first mortgages; next 
vear how she 1s building larger barns and finer farmhouses; next 
year how she is putting in improved agricultural machinery and how 
her farmers are getting discounts on their purchases for cash; next 
year how her farmers are buying pianos, oil paintings, oriental rugs 
and cut glass; next year how they are sending their sons to Harvard 
and Yale and their daughters to Wellesley and Vassar; next year how 
they have ceased to borrow money from the local banks and are find- 
ing difficulty in investing their surplus; next year how they are 
organizing corporations for the holding of their products until the 
markets are favorable; next year how they are numbered among the 
leading customers for high class automobiles; next year how they are 
lending money on Wall Street ; next year how they are the only people 
in the country who have not felt the depression, and this year—well, 
here is a telévram that speaks for itself: 

TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 0 -— This year’s farm product and live stock values in 
Kansas, as shown by the report of the state board of agriculture, are more than 
$475,000,000, of $11,000,000 more than the state's red letter year, 1907. 

The total yield of wheat this year is 77,000,000 bushels and its value is over 


$63.000,000. The corn yleld is over 150,000,000 bushels and its value is more than 
$82,000, 000, 


Now, if Kansas were confining herself to the purely material in 
sending in particulars to constitute a reply to William Allen White’s 
question, there would not be so much reason for congratulating her 
that she has been able to answer the question so well. But Kansas 
has not merely been getting rich in money during the last twelve or 
thirteen years. She has built schools and colleges of her own and 
contributed to the patronage and support of schools and colleges in 
other states. She has built churches. She has assisted in establish- 
ing and maintaining public benefactions at home and abroad. She 
has grown rich in knowledge and in useful experience. And she is 
only beginning to feel and to use her influence for good. 

Ou the whole, it will seem to the impartial observer that there 
is nothing very seriously the matter with Kansas. 


The decision of the New York Central 
Railroad Company to extend its electric 
service from Mount Vernon to White 
Plains on its Harlem division is of interest 
and fmportance to all parts of the country, 
and especially to the inhabitants of our large 
cities. In the first place it is an emphatic 
and highly satisfactory answer to the state- 
ment recently made rather freely, in behalf 
of railroad lines which desire to cling yet 
1 propulsion, that the New York Central’s 
experience with electricity has not been satisfactory. It requires 
no argument to establish the proposition that the New York Central 
would not be likely to enter upon the work of extending an unsatis- 
factory service. 

This company has been carrying on an experiment in electric 
motive power for the last two years, and, aside from the favorable 
conclusion reached by the corporation itself, it is stated that 
‘Avoidance of the old nuisances in the Park avenue tunnel—smoke, 
steam, cinders and the gases of combustion—together with an accel- 
eration of movement after a stop * * * has caused such com- 
muters as live beyond the present hmits of the electric zone to pray 
for an enlargement of their privileges.” And it 1s added that, “But 
for the financial stringency which for the last year has discouraged 
many industrial ventures, perhaps the Central would have undertaken 
to gratify this wish before.” 

It is held by those who are interested in the elimination of 
steam propulsion on railways, with all of its attendant annoyances, 
that in addition to whatever economy may result from the use of 
the direct current and a third rail, the method of employing elec- 
tricity on the New York Central has many obvious recommendations, 
It is héld that the third rail used by this company is no menace to 
employees or to intruders on the.company’s right of way, that it 
carries a current of too low a voltage to kill; that in the last two 
years no one has been hurt by it; that it can be more easily shifted 
with the track than some of the more elaborate overhead construc- 
tions now in vogue, and that accidents likely to result from the em- 
ployment of the trolley system are impossible where this sys- 
tem is used. 

It is very desirable at this time that the public should acquaint 
itself as thoroughly as possible with the feasibility of electric trac- 
tion on the great railways of the country, for, notwithstanding the 
success of electric propulsion on the Harlem division of the New 
York Central road, so far as it has been tried, and notwithstanding 
the success which has attended experiments of a similar nature 
elsewhere, the railways, in the hope of deferring the inevitable, will 
continue to use the old argument that enough is not known of elec- 
tric power and its application as yet to justify them in making the 
change. 

In Chicago, where the people were thoroughly informed with 
regard to this matter, the old plea for delay has ceased to be effective 
and the work of electrifying all the lines entering that city is to be 
entered upon, in response to popular demand, without delay.

The savings deposits of Chicago aggregated a year ago last 
August $162,000,000. Last week they footed up $148,200,000, the 
difference of $14,000,000 being due to the industrial depression and 
the decreased ability of the wage earner to save. The “Tribune” of 
that city says that the savings deposits of the Chicago banks are now 
about what they were in September, 1906, which is a very encourag- 
ing ‘statement, since the depression did not set in until October of 
that year. 
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
